Power of the Packcrs. 

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Have read several letters recently in 
your people's column in regard to that 
much-discussed question, the “H. C. L.:” 
especially the part that the packers play 


in regard to the high price of meat and 
other packing-house products. 

For several years I was employed by a 
large firm at the stockyards in a line of 
business that is closely allied with the 
packing and livestock industries, and 
while I do not claim to have any expert 
knowledge on the subject, I did form an 
opinion, which might serve as an answer 
to some of the letters above mentioned. 
If you care to publish it, you are at lib- 
erty to do so. 

I believe that if the packers wanted to, 
they could set the livestock market back 
20 to 60 per cent in a week, just by buy- 
ing very lirhtly, or not at all, for several 
days. This would not interfere with the 
reserve supply of killea meat on hand 
enough to cause a shortage later on; for 
there have been times in the past when 
their output has been curtailed for sev- 
eral weeks on account of a strike, and 
there was never any shortage later on. 

The fact that they have it in their 
power to break the high prices and do 
not do it naturally leads to the conclusion 
that they do not want to, and this is a 
logical conclusion, for the following rea- 
son: 

I have read in the papers that they 
claim they only make a net profit of 
about 3 per cent on meats after all ex- 
penses are paid, and they may be telling 
the absolute truth when they say it. Even 
if they barely broken even on the meat, 
they would still have the hide, which is! 
practically all profit, and the other by- 

products, which net them handsomely. 
Therefore, does it not stand to reason 
that they are going to keep the price on 
the hoof just as high as they dare to, be- 
cause the higher the price on the hoof, 
the higher they can charge for the hide 
and other products, which are practically 
velvet to them. 

I have known them to hammer the hog 
matket down a dollar a hundred or more 
in © days, before the war, and they 

do it again if they wanted to, and 
keep on doing so until they got it down 
to normal. But, as I stated above, they 
do not want to; for when the market on 
the hoof goes down, the by-products go 
d and there is less velvet in the game. 
Mark Twain would have said: “It is 
chilglike in its simplicity.” Perhaps the 
Government could stop it. But will it be 
done? I. WOOD THINKSO.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., 
text of President 


“IT came back from Paris 
bringing one of the greatest doc- 
uments of human history. One 
of the things that made it great 
was that it was penetrated 
throughout with the principles 
to which America has devoted 
her life. Let me hasten to say 
that one of the most delightful 
circumstances of the work on 
the other side of the water was 
that | discovered that what we 
called American principles had 
penetrated to the heart and to 
the understanding, not only of 
the great peoples of Europe, but 
to the hearts and understandings 
of the great men who were rep- 
resenting the peoples of Europe. 

“I think that I can say that 
one of the things that America 
hes had most at heart through- 
out her existence has been that 
there should be substituted for 
the brutal processes of war the 
friendly processes of consulta- 
tion and arbitration, and that is 
done in the covenant of the 
League of Nations. I am very 
anxious that my fellow citizens 


should realize that that is the. 


chief topic of the covenant of 
the League of Nations, the 
greater part of its provisions. 
The whole intent and purpose of 
the document are expressed in 
provisions by which all the 
member states agree that they 
will never go to war without 
first having done one or other 
of two things, either ‘submitted 
the matter in controversy to ar- 
bitration, in which case they 
agree to abide by the verdict, or 
submitting it to discussion in

you that that is the central prin- 
ciple of some 30 treaties entered 
into between the United States 
of America and some 30 other 
sovereign nations, all of which 
are confirmed by the Senate of 
the United States. 

Why Germany Stayed Out. 

“We have such an agreement 
with France, we have such an 
agreement with Great Britain, 
we have such an agreement with 
Practically every great nation 
except Germany which® refused 
to enter into such an arrange- 
ment because, my fellow citi- 
zens, Germany knew that she 
intended some time that which 
didn’t bear discussion and that 
if she had submitted the pur- 
pose which led to this war so 
much as one month discussion 
she would not have dared .to go 
into the enterprise against man- 
kind which she finally did go 
into (applause). and therefore 
I say that this principle of dis- 
cussion is the principle already 
adopted by America. And what 
is the compulsion to do this? 
The compulsion is this, that if 
any member state violates that 
promise to submit either to arbi- 
tration or discussion, it is there- 
by ipso facto deemed to have 
committed an act of war against 
all the rest. Then you will ask, 
do we at once take up arms and 
fight them? No. We do some- 
thing very much more terrible 
than that. We absolutely boycott 
them. 

“Let any merchant put up to 
himself, that if he enters into a 
covenant and then breaks it and 
the people all around dbsolutely 
desert his establishment and will 
have nothing to do with him, 
ask him after that if it/ will be 
hecessary to send the police The 
Most terrible thing that can 
happen to any individual and 
the most conclusive thing that 
can happen to a nation is to be 
read out of decent society. (ap- 
plause.) 

“There was another thing that 
we needed to accomplish that is 
uccomplished in this document. 
We wanted disarmament and

Observe, my fellow citizens, that 
just now every great fighting 
nation in the world is a member 
of this partnership except Ger- 
many and inasmuch as Germany 
has accepted a limitation of her 
army to 100,000 men, I don’t 
think for the time being she may 
be regarded as a great fighting 
nation. 
“And you know, my fellow 
that armaments mean 
t standing armies, and great 
of war material.

And 
sO, as long as you have a mili- 
tary class, it does not make any 
difference what your form of 
government is. If you are de- 
termined to be armed to the 
teeth, you must obey the orders

who can control the great ma- 
chinery of war. It is not mere- 
ly the cost of it (armament), 
although that is overwhelming, 
but it is the spirit of it, and 
America has never had, and Il 
hope in the providence of God, 
never will have that. spirit 
(Great applaure ) 

German People Emancipated. 


“And there is no other way to 
dispense with great armaments 
except by the common agree- 
ment of the fighting nations of 
the world. And here is the 
agreement. They promise dis- 
armament, and promise to 
agree upon a plan. But there 
was something else we wanted, 
by this 
treaty. We wanted to destroy 
autocratic authority every- 
where in the world. We wanted 
to se: to it that there was no 
place in the world where a 
small group of men could use 
their fellow citizens as pawns 
in a game; that there was no 
place in the world where a 
small group of men, without 
consulting their fellow citizens, 
could sendtheir fellow citizens 
to the battle field, and to deal 
in accomplishing something dy- 
nastic, some political plan that 
had been conceived in private, 
some object that had been pre- 
pared for by universal,- world- 
wide intrigue. That is what we 
wanted to accomplish. The most 
startling thing that developed 
itself at the opening of our 
participation in this war was 
not_the military preparation of 
Gefmany—we were familiar 
with that, though we had been 
dreaming that she would not 
use it—but her political prepa- 
ration; to find that every com- 
munity in the civilized world 
was penetrated by her intrigues. 
The German people did net 
know that, but it was known in 
Wilhelmstrasse, where the Cen- 
tral offices of the German Gov- 
ernment were, and Wilhelm- 
strasse was the master of tho 
German people; and this war, 
my fellow citizens, has amen- 
cipated the German people as 
well as the rest of the world. 

“We don’t want to see any- 
thing like that done again, be- 
cause we know that democracy 
will only have to destroy that 
form of Government; and if we 
don't destroy it now, the job 
is still to be done, and by a 
combination of all the’ great 
fighting peoples of the world to 
see to it that the aggressive 
purposes of such Government 
cannot be realized, you make 
it no longer worth while for lit- 
tle groups of men to contrive 
the downfall of civilization § in 
private conference.

WILSON’S SPEECH

men who used to control the 
destinies of Europe from Wil- 
helmstrasse. There is a closer 


monopoly of power in Petro- 
grad and Moscow than there 
ever was in Berlin, and the 


thing that is intolerable is not 
that the Russian people are 
having their way, but that an- 
other group of men more cruel 


than the Czar himself is con- 
trolling the destinies of that 
great people. 


Against Minority Control. 

“And I want to say here and 
now that I am against the con- 
trol of any minority anywhere. 
Search your own economic his- 
tory and what have you been un- 
easy about? Now and again you 


have said there were small 
groups of capitalists who were 
controlling the industry and 


therefore the development of the 
United States. Seriously, my 
fellow citizens if that is so (and 
some times I have feared that 
it was), we must break up that 
monopoly. Iam not now saying 
that there is any group of our 
fellow citizens who are con- 
sciously doing anything of the 
kind, and I am saying that 
these allegations must be proved. 
But if it is proved, that any 
class, any group anywhere is 
without the suffrage of their 
fellow citize:.s in control of our 
affairs then I am with you to 
destroy the power of that group. 
We have got to be frank with 
ourselves, however, If we do 
not want minority government in 
Germany, we must see to it that 
we do not have it in the United 
States. If you do net want little 
groups of selfish men tv plot the 
future of Europe, we must not 
allow little groups of selfish 
men to plot the future of Amer- 
ica. Any man that speaks for 
a cilnss must prove that he also 
speaks for all his fellow citizens 
and for mankind; and then we 
will listen to him. 

“Then there was another 
thing we wanted to do, my fel- 
low citizens, that is done in this 
document. We wanted to see 
that helpless people were no- 
where in the world put at the 
mercy of unscrupulous enernies 
#nd masters. There is one pitiful 
example which is in the hearis 
of all of us. I mean the example 
of Armenia. There was a Chris- 
tian people, helpless, at the mer- 
cy of a Turkish Government 
which thought it the service of 
God to destroy them. And at this 
moment, my fellow citizens, it 
is an open question whether the 
Armenian people will not, while 
wé sit here and debate, be ab- 
solutely destroyea. When I think 
of words piled on words, of de- 
bate following debate, when 
these unspeakable things that 
cannot be handled until the de- 
bate is over, are happening in 
these pitiful parts of the world, 
I wonder that men do not wake 
up to the moral responsibility of 
what they are doing. Great peo- 
ples are driven out upon a desert 

where there is no food and can 
be none, and they are compelled 
to die and then men, women anc 
children thrown into a common 


grave, so imperfectly covered up 
that here and there Is a pitiful 
arm stretched out to Heaven’ 


and there is no pity in the world. 
When shall we wake to the moral 
responsibility of this great occa- 
sion? 

“And so, my, fellow citizens, 
there are other aspects f that 
matter. Not all the popula- 
tions that are having something 
that is not a square deal lived in 
Armenia. There are others. 
And one of the glories of the 
great document which I brought 
back with me is this: That ev- 
erywhere within the area of set- 
tlement covered by the political 
questions involved in that trea- 
y, people of that sort have been 
given their freedom and guar- 
anteed their freedom. But the 
thing does not end there  be- 
cause the treaty includes the 
covenant of the league of na- 
tions. And what does that say? 
That says that it is the privil- 
ege of any member state to call 
attention to anything any- 
where that is likely to disturb 
the peace of the world or the 
good understanding between 
nations upon which the peace of 
the world depends, and every 
people in the world that have 
not got what they think they 
to have is theréby given 
a world forum in which to 
bring the thing to the bar of 
mankind. There never before 
has been provided a world fo- 
rum in which the legitimate 
grievances of peoples entitled to 
consideration can be brought to 
the common judgement of man- 
kind. And if I were the advo- 
cate of any suppressed or op- 
pressed people, I surely could 
not ask any better forum than 
to stand up before the world 
and challenge the other party 
to make good its excuses for not 
acting in that case. 

Some With “Jaundiced Fyes.” 

“To reject that treaty; to alter 
that treaty, is to impair. one of 
the first charters of mankind. 
And yet there nre men who ap- 
proach the question with passion 
with private passion, and party 
passion, who think only of some 
immediate advantage to them- 
selves or to a group of their fel- 
low countrymen, and who look at 
the thing with the jaundiced 
eyes of those who have some 
private purpose of their own. 

“When at last, in the annals of 
mankind they are gibbeted they 
will regret that the gibbet is so 
high. 

“I would not have you think 
that I am trying to characterize 
those who conscientiously object 
to anything in this great docu- 
ment. I take off my hat tn the 
presence of any man's genuine 
conscience, and there are men 
who are conscientiously opposed 
to it. though they will pardon me 
if T RAV imnorantivy opposed. ' tT

The board plans to spend $10,000 
for the re-education of ministers in 
1920 and to appropriate $25,000 each 
year for a special graduate course of 
study for the most promising coun- 
try ministers in order to fit them 
for higher service and leadership. 

This system re-education ~of 
pastors is announced by Dr. Warren 
H. Wilson of the Presbyterian Home 
Board. 

“The demands upon a pastor in 4 
small community,” said Dr. Wilson, 
“are far beyond what he has been 
prepared to meet. He has. been 
taught to preach, to study the Bible, 
to teach and to visit his people _ in 
But he is called on to 


consolidation of schools 
in reform ~ movements, financial 
‘drives’ and in recreational prob- 
lems. He is called on to be a pas- 


tor, not a preacher only. 
Varicty of Studics. 

“The home board has for several 
years assembled country ministers 
in short courses, usually in she sum- 
mer, for training in community 
work. This year the number. of 
schools was 13. The largest of these 
schools was at Auburn; the further- 
most West was in the State College 


of Agriculture at Pullman, Wash. 
We co-operate with whatever insti- 
tution offers the needed courses. 
Some are agricultural colleges: some 
are theological seminaries. Our co- 
operation consists in paying the tr:.- 
eling expenses of ministers, sel< end 
and recommended by their presby- 
teries for this work. 

“This is the tenth year of the 
board's experience. In the first year, 
1909, we had two such assemblies, 1t 
Bellefontaine, O., in the Presbyteri-“ 
an Church, and at Amherst, Mass., 
in the agricultural college. The at- 
tendance in 1919 was beyond that of 
any preceding year and the interest 
now is growing very rapidly. The 
Methodist Episcopal Cnuret: is co- 
operating through their rurai church 
department in holding these suni- 
mer schools, at which a large n'm- 
ber of ministers are gathered. They 
also are committed to training the 
minister for community service, 

“At these schools the men _ are 
taught what community work means, 
what the leadership and the service 


of the whole community will in- 
volve. At all the schools the Bible, 
the Sunday school work and pas- 
toral service are taught. 

To Keep Up With Times. 

“At the agricultural colleges they 
study the state's program for devel- 
opment of the community; at thse 
religious school they study the de- 
veloping church program and prop- 
aganda. This church propaganda 
is very much the same year by year, 
no matter what the denomination. 
We plan to take country ministers 
once in five years to each of these 
types of school, in order that they 
may keep up with the times. 

“A new plan is under considera- 
tion by the home board which grows 
out of this work. We propose to 
bring a selected number of pastors 
to a central place for a year's grad- 
uate study. This year will be  di- 
vided between field work under spe- 
cial direction and classroom work 
in religious and social service. This 
method has been very successful in 
the immigrant work of the board in 
training expert leaders for city and 
immigrant service by means of a fel- 
lowship year in Europe. 

“The current needs of the board 
in re-education of ministers along 
the plan doveloped for the past 10 
years call for the use in 1920 of $10.,-

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These captions fairly epitomize the explanations of Germany’s col- 
ossal failure made by her two chief military leaders, Gen. Erich von Lu- 
dendorff and Grand Admiral Alfred von Tirpitz, whose memoirs the Post- 
Dispatch begins publishing on this page. However neither writer tries to ex- 
cuse his department of responsibility entirely, but sets out to prove, eagh in his 
own way, that the final collapse of the German military machine was the result 


of the sum of mistakes made by others. 


Ludendorff, of course, has to record 
that in the end his armies were beaten in 
the field, but he strives to soften this 
painful admission by setting forth excusa- 
tory circumstances over which he had no 
control. He gives the date, Aug. 8, 1918,, 
when he knew that utter defeat could not 
be avoided, and he urged the civil Govern- 
ment to negotiate for an armistice. 

Von Tirpitz, regarding himself as the 
father of the new German navy, is bitterly 
critical of the policy which he declares 
kept him from striking a blow at England 
in the first days of the war, which might 
have “changed the face of the world.”

The attempt on the part of our Foreign Office to establish military relations with Mexico 
strengthened public opinion against us in the United States. In spite of my warning, the For- 
eign Office had used an antiquated and easy decipherable secret code. 

Soon after America’s declaration of war the whole world was ranged against us, only a few 
states, including the Argentine and Chile, preserving their neutrality in face of enemy pressure. 
The American declaration of war included all the states of the Quadruple Alliance, with the ex- 
ception of Bulgaria, where the American representative continued to hold his post at Sofia. The 
German Government failed to secure his recall through the Bulgarian Government, although I 

uested them several times to do so.. This failure brought heavy retribution upon us later.

I frankly questioned this report to the Emperor and he promptly rejoined. 
“The word of a King is good enough for me.” | 
I deny that ruthless autocracy and a bellicose military caste let loose this war. The Emperor. 
in particular, did not want war and our misfortune did not proceed from the acquisition of power. 
but from our weakness which did not know how to use that power either for the purpose of preserv- 
ing or concluding peace. In addition, we were steeped in illusions about our enemies, the nature 
‘of their war aims, their conduct of the war and the nature of the economic war. 
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(Note—Dominic I. Murphy, the American

* * * In that speech I expressed an opin- 
ion which is now being translated into ac- 
tion. * * * This is what I said: “In my 
opinion, if the time ever comes when the in- 
tegrity of the British Empire is_ seriously 
threatened by a European coalition, you may 
count on every ship, every dollar, every man 
and every drop of blood of your kinsmen 

across the sea.” 

Very characteristic of the views of Ameri- 
can official circles is the following conversa- 
tion, which took place between a certain relia- 
ble personage and an American Consul-General, 
and it is in complete harmony with the 
opinions given above. Asked whether the Lusi- 
tania affair had really led to American inter- 
vention, the Consul-General replied: 

“No, that was only the match that set fire 
to the straw, and it has been fully exploited as 
propaganda. But for this we should have had 
to find other convincing reasons for coming 
into this business! If we had not joined the 
allies we should have been nowhere after the 
war! Now we expect to be number one—and 


we shall be number one!”

To the question as to what part America 


would play as number one, he replied: “Ger- 
many was undoubtedly the most industrial 
country in Europe before the war. We in 
Americal and England saw {fo what an exalt- 
ed height Germany was climbing, and realized 
that in a few decades she would reach the pin- 
nacle of power and be in a position to dictate, 
not only to Europe, but to the whole world. 
She had become a menace, and we in America 
recognized the fact. For this reason we tackled 

the problem and thought we understood it.

‘even more intimate letters of cricicism of 
leaders and the conduct pf the war to his 
wife. 

They form an important and highly in- 
teresting contribution to the current his- 
tory of the great war. 

The memoirs will be continued in daily 
installments. 
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We are convinced that our people will take 
the lead after the war. It is we who are going 
to dictate, not only to Germany, but to the 
whole of Europe. The nations will expect great 
things from us, above all, peace. And they will 
get it, but on our conditions and at our price!” 

“Will Ameri@ta impose her will on her al- 
lies?” 

“Yes, indeed she will. But they will get bet- 
ter conditions than other countries (the Cen- 
tral Powers), just as we (America) shall get 
better conditions from them (the allies). It is 
all a matter of business. That is what war has 
always been!” 

The American Consul’s prediction regarding 
his country’s position after the war was ill- 
founded, though only because the revolution 
rendered Germany defenseless and gave world 
dominance to Great Britain. For America 
could no longer count upon any opposition to 
England in Europe. However that may be, the 
war was certainly no matter of business for 
Germany. It was forced upon us. Our econom- 
ic future and independence were bound up in 
it: to us it was a question of lffe or death.

I will not discuss how far the above opin- 
ions coincided with those of President Wilson 
and the majority of the American people. All 
that need be said is that they became supreme. 
Under the pretext of the submarine campaign 
America entered the war against us at a period 
critical for the Entente. Whether, without the 
excuse afforded by the U-boats, she would have 
done so in time to prevent our winning the war 
in 1918 is open to doubt. But it is impossible 
tO-say how events on land would have turned 
out if the submarine campaign bad never been 
opened. 

As a matter of fact, on Jan. 9, 1917, no one 
could have foretold the collapse of Russia, and 
nobody calculated upon it. With the help of 
our submarines we reckoned\on a decision in 
our favor, at the latest before America, with 
her new armies, could intervene in the war: 
WITHOUT THEM WE CAILCULATED THAT 
THE QUADRUPLE ALLIANCE MUST BE DE- 
FEATED IN 1917. 

As it was, the history of this year took a 
completely different turn; the Western front 
held firm, but the submarine campaign brought 
no decision and Russia collapse: 

On tha Eastern front > were fn condition 
of saamah ones nor war.gA solution then be- 
came possible of which no one could have 
dreamt before the autumn of 1917: namely, to 
aim at a decision of the war on land in the 
year 1918 by means of an offensive, which must 
succeed if the submarines had by that time 
been able at least in so far to reduce enemy 
tonnage that the quick transport of the new 
American armies was out of the question, or 
even if a certain proportion of the transports 
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had been sunk. The navy counted upon being 


able to do this. 


In the middle of January the supreme army 
command received from the Foreign Office a 
transcript of a dispatch from Count- Berns- 
torff Jan. 10, to the effect that the note deal- 
ing with armed merchant vessels (the note is- 
sued later, on Jan. 21, declaring unrestricted 
submarine warfare) “would frustrate President 
Wilson's proposals for intervening to negotiate 
peace. 

This surprised-ime, as all idea of any definite 
intervention by the President had vanished. 
Count Bernstorff could not be referring to any- 
thing else than the step taken by the Presi- 
dent on Dec. 18, which was not officially an- 
swered by the Entente until Jan. 12, but was 
definitely put an end to by that answer, as 
we had anticipated. 

I was unaware of any new step or proposal 
and so was the Chancellor. He accordingly re- 
plied to Bernstorff on Jan. 16: 

“We are resolved to take the risk” (of rup- 
ture and even of war with the United States). 

This cablegram had probably not reached 
Count Bernstorff when he wired again to the 
Foreign Office: 

“Unless military considerations are absolute- 


ly decisive it would be highly desirable to post-° 


pone institution’ (of unrestricted warfare). 
“Wilson believes he can secure peace on the 
basis proposed by us of equality of rights for 
all nations.” 

in forwarding us this cablegram the Secre- 
tary of Foreign Affairs wrote that he had urged 
the Chief of the Naval Staff to lessen the dan- 
ger of a rupture with America by fixing cer- 
tain definite periods of grace for neutral ships, 
which the Ambassador had preposed. 1 at 
once replied that we agreed to this. It is clear 
that the Foreign Office had not concluded, 
even from this second communitation from 
Rernstorff, that there was any modification of 
the general situation, for the Secretary would 
otherwise have mentioned it.

I never had a clear understanding of the cor- 
respondence between the Government and the 
Ambassador: indeed, I only learned of it in 
fragments. 

I knew nothing of the progress of the nego-

plained of the difficulties of communication and 
of the resulting ambignities. They had, of

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I regret I will be compelled to speak the 
truth in these memoirs about persons still 
alive, although, in speaking that truth, I do 
not desire to impute to them ignoble endb. 


In June, 1892, when appointed to the chief 
supreme command, the Kaiser personally 
charged me to develop the tactics of the high 
seas fleet. I had at that time gone through 
a better strategical apprenticeship than any 
other officer in the German navy. The task, 
which had been set me in 1877, of developing 
the possibilities of the torpedo and torpedo 
attack, confined me for a time to a purely 
technical field of action. The stiff, minutely 
exacting work of developing this branch of the 
naval service was dry material, and little in my 
line then, though, like mathematics, it trained 
me to proceed methodically, and little did I 
appreciate of what use it would be to me 
in the years to come. 

I soon realized, however, how important it 
was to master the laws of this new naval 
weapon since it opened out great prospects for 
the warlike virtues of the German people who, 
I saw, in the future would be forced to com- 
bat the larger navies of the older, and then 
richer, countries. The precise method of pro- 
cedure that:I had learned in previous train- 
ing soon prpved of great advantage to me in 
the technical experiments required in this 
branch of the service. During the period of 


this assignment in the torpedo service I spent 


the 11 happiest years of my life. 

After I had been placed in supreme command 
of the German navy, the English paid no at- 
tention to the progress we made for some peri- 
od. The attention of the British was first 
drawn to the improvement, development and 
work of the German fleet by some official docu- 
ment which fell into their possession. These 
were either stolen by a spy or recovered from 
a sunken German torpedo boat. We of the 
German navy never were able to determine 
which, but I believe they were obtained from 
the latter source. 

About 1896, however, a feeling developed in 
the British navy that we were their rivals at 
and, when they once began to regard us 
as such, they at once commenced to study us 
minutely and, in fact, to adopt our methods, 
especially in battle maneuvers. Of course, they 
will never acknowledge that they learned any- 
thing from us, but it is nevertheless a fact, 
quite clear from the first, that the British fleet 
owed to us a new incentive, and a new spirit 
was thus developed. 

It was characteristic of the German position 
in the world that our navy, which as yet had 
no ships, so to speak, was already a leader in 
naval methods. We soon realized that either 
we would have to build more ships ourselves or 
permit others to use our ideas, so we chose to 
build. Although, when the world war broke out, 
the period of England's tactical torpor and 
vague maneuvering was long past, we, even at 
that time, were superior to the British in the 
quality of our ships as well as our tactical 
performances. However, they were still nu- 
merically superior, in spite of our efforts in 
building a navy.

It was interrupted by 
nightfall. 

The bitterest fate which befell the German 
fleet and me was the fact that I was not per- 
mitted to sail with the fleet to take part in that 
battle. 

The Battle of the Skagerrak was the climax 
of our belated efforts to compete with England 
on the sea. Our endeavors were always con- 
centrated in developing the army, and the 
eyes of the German masses were for the first 
time opened to the necessity for the construc. 
tion of a fleet after the Jameson Raid took 
place. 

The telegram from ‘the Boer P-esident, 
Kruger, following thig raid, and asking for 
German support, fell like a bolt from the blue. 
These established relations between the South 
African Republics and Germany, revealed by 
this telegram, resulted in a great outburst of 
hate, envy and rage against Germany {n En- 
gland. 

The German public opinion at this time ap- 
plauded ‘the Kruger telegram. In the years 
following, this telegram was a nucleva@ for 
repeated wordy wars against England. I con- 
sider that this telegram as well as all subse- 
quent provocations of England were regret- 
table and dangerous. This attitude on the part 
of the German public betrayed a complete lack 
of comprehension of England, of her power, 


‘and of her weaknesses. This still more im- 


periled our attempt to create an adequate navy, 
in itself difficult because delayed. However. 
this was an opportune time to use our best ef- 
forts to develop sea power and build an ade 
quate navy since England, because of her 
isolated position and her own difficulties 
with the Boers, then was so preoccupied that 
she Was not as likely to observe our  en- 
deavors. 

These developments were all reflected tn the 
events during the first months of the World 
War. 

As in previous years, my advice as to the 
conduct of the war was consistently rejected. 
From the first, I made every effort to con- 
vince Bethmann-Hollweg that England was 
our principal enemy and that land victories 
for Germany were futile unless England should 
be beaten on the sea.

WIDE LOSSES SCORED 
IN THE CORN MARKET 


Week’s Trading Is Influenced by | 


Bearish Statement of Her- 
bert C. Hoover. 


Big setbacks in the price of corn |: 


took place here last week. largely 
owing to authoritative assertions that 
European ports were glutted with 
foodstuffs for which moneyed buyers 
could not be found, cnd that the crest 
of the high cost of living had been 
Passed in the United States. (Com- 
pared with a week ago. corn quoeta- 
tions at the close yesterday were 6%c 
to l7c lower. Oats down le to 2c. 


Sentiment in the corn trade became | 


intensely bearish after Herbert C. 


Hoover, the official representative 


of the United States. on the Inté«ral- 
lied Relier Commission, had declared 
that wharves and warehouses in 
Northern Europe were overflowing 
with foodstuffs that were in danger 
of rotting, as a result of lack of pur- 
chasers who. could command adequats 
credit. 

Accompanying this statement was 


an embargo on all domestic grain | 


shipments to Atlantic and Gulf ports. 

Then came word from an anoffi- 
cial, but none the less influential 
source, that not only had the peak of 
the high cost of living been 
crossed, but that a considerable drop 
was in prospect. Drastic liquidation 
followed, and it was not until <«ri- 
day that buying showed any notable 
return of confidence. Yesterday ihe 
market was irregular at Friday's ral- 
ly 


prices yet this season, but the mar- 
ket met support and rallied Friday 
and yesterday, on small receipts of 
poor weizcht, suggesting that the new 
crop is not only a very small one, 
but is of very poor quality.

LONDON, -Sept. 6.—“Complete de- 
tails of your railroad plan are as 
yet unknown here. The Morning Post 
alone deals briefly with it. The pro- 
posal making organized strikes crim- 
inal under certain conditions is 
warmly approved.

At the time he was sought 
uy officers who wished to arrest him for a minor swin- 
cling concerning a postoffice money order. He was 
caught and released on bail, but when the date of his 
trial arrived he was in Germany. An investigation 
of the man by the Postoffice Department followed, and 
some interesting data was disclosed. He had been con- 
victed of frauds in Germany, he was a deserter from 
our army and he had deserted wife and child. 

In 1898, however, Schiemangk reappeared. It will 
be remembered that there was a slight altercation with 
Spain at that time, and that various worthies were rais- 
ing regiments to fight for free Cuba. Among them was 
Schiemangk. However, there was something amiss as 
before, and the raising of this particular régiment was 
stcpped by official action. 

In 1899 Germany- offered to sell the United States 

Government cergain discarded military supplies and 
stores, deeming them useful to us in the then waging 
Philippines fighting. Our officials were considering the 
purchase when one Col. Schiemangk appeared on the 
scene and offered to buy these stores in the name of 
one of the Latin republics. He blundered slightly, and 
an investigation which resulted disclosed that Col. 
Schiemangk was in fact Private Schiemangk of the 
engineer corps. The man was back in the army. The 
ole charge against this temerarious rascal was re- 
called, but Schiemangk had foresensed such a contre- 
temps.

HEN the ways of international travel 
are again free, a pious pilgrimage for 
St. Louisans will take them first to 
Verdun of immortal memory; then 
they will turn northwest for about 
45 kilometers, until they come to Ro- 


magne-sous-Montfaucon, hard by 


which, to the west, lie the glorious villages of Char- 
pentry, Cheppy, Exermont and Baulny: and then, in 
a beautiful valley surrounded by hills, they will come 
upon serried ranks of white crosses marking green- 
sodded graves. Over them float the Stars and Stripes, 
flowers bloom near them in many-colored hues, and in 
letters of turf, against a slope of gravel, stand the 
great words: “Argonne Cemetery.” 

Here is the eternal resting place of all the Ameri- 
cans who died battle deaths in the Argonne campaign, 
which delivered the final mace blow to the reeling 
hosts of German militarism. Here lie the St. Louisans 
of the Thirty-fifth and Eighty-ninth Divisions of the 
1,.8th and 354th Infantry Regiments, and the 128th Field 
Artillery, who made the supreme sacrifice that popular

in the plot at the center, sur- 
rounding the flagpole, which 
is reserved for officers, re- 
pose Maj. August Sauerwein, 
Capt. Clarence J. Sodemann, 
Lieut.

Any 
St. Louis pilgrim who, as 
Lieut. Ralph M. Priester of

R. B. Allen, assigned to camp head- 
quarters.

“The Argonne Forest is a natural ambuscade; and 
in many places it seemed impossible to believe that 
human beings could have gone through.

To us, recreating the battle as 
we searched out the graves, came an overwhelming 
conviction that the American soldier is a most won- 
derfvl fighter” 


Lieut. Priester was a meme- 
ae er Missouri National Guard, 

ae : and saw service on the Mex- 
ican frontier in 1916. He 
was chosen for the first of- 
ficers’ training camp, at 
Fort Riley, and won a first 
lieutenancy. He was as 
signed to the 816th Pioneer 
Infantry, a labor and fight 
ing unit composed, save for 
the officers, exclusively of 
drafted negroes, trained at 
Camp Funston. This unit 
did not reach France until 
September, 1918, and wag 
never under fire, although 
attached to the First Amer- 
ican Army on the Verdun 
sector. Its first assignment 
to duty came after the arm- 
istice, when it rebuilt a rail- 
road from Verdun towards 
Metz, which the Germans had 
torn up. Then, in April of this year, it was detailed 
for work on the Argonne Cemetery, one of the several 
cemeteries for American soldiers for which the Amer- 
ican Government has purchased sites in France. Or- 
ders were that the task should be completed by June 30, 

Following the advance of the American troops during 
the Argonne campaign went detachments of the Graves 
Registration Service, which buried the American dead 
v here they fell, marked the graves and indicated their 
position upon maps. Later the Government decided to 
exhume all of the bodies and reinter them together in 
a national cemetery, to bear the name of the battle in 
which they fell. The roster did not include those who 


' died of wounds in hospitals, and’ were laid to rest in 


the various hospital burial plots. 

The maps and other data were supplied to the offt- 
cers in charge of the Argonne Cemetery, who sent out’ 
burial parties to find the graves, disinter the bodies, 
identify them and place them with the bodies of their 
comrades in the cemetery. There were many buried 
already on the cemetery’s site, for this was an open 
field across which charged the Fifth Division, leaving 
many dead in its wake. 

The burial parties were composed of negroes, under 
the charge of white officers. They found that some 
of the bodies were inclosed in coffins; others, buried 
more hastily, were not. The bodies were exhumed, 
placed at once in coffins and driven on trucks to the 
cemetery. The routine required that each body be 
identified by four different officers. Unless some ule 
usual problem of identification arose, each body was 
buried within a half-hour after it reached the ceme- 
tery. The burial was always done at night, under the 
light of electric lamps. In one record-breaking night, 
1242 bodies were laid to rest.
